The list of vico-presl- 
dents is beaded by tha name of Miss 
Margaret "Woodrow Wilson. 


Dr. Cowles said he knew .there was 


a,growing belief that the mind of man 
should be studied and: treated in cer- 
tain Illnesses just as much as the body, 
and that there seemed to bo a great 
public Interest'in healing, or in treat- 
ment of tho mind in some way. K ..de- 
clared that 
this Interest ,'had been 


shown in Coue and in other persons in 
the last two or three years". The motto 
of the new association, he said, would 
be "mens sana in corpore sano." • 


The objects of the association are in 


part as follows: 


"The promotion of a more scientific 


treatment of nervous disorders, based 
on a thorough examination of the pa- 
tient which shall include the physical, 
mental, spiritual, social, industrial, and 


environmental conditions, with all oth- 
er debilitating influences. 


'To encourage a broad and compre- 


hensive" study of the whole man: to 
seek.to prevent the development of in- 
sanity by early diagnosis and' prompt 
treatment; to correlate the work of tha 
labor leader,' the capitalist," tho psy- 
chologist, the sociologist, the eugenist, 
and all other persons or groups Inter- 
ested in maintaining 'the health of thu 
people, and to bring about a closer co- 
operation between the clergy and the 
medical profession." 


Dr. Cowles is a graduate of the Har- 


vard medical school in 1306. In 1908, 
he eloped with Miss Frances Jaciuith of 
1 Exeter street Boston, and married 
her at Bridgeport. 


Two years later he was complainant 


in a court-martial of Paymaster Aultl 
and Post.Assistant Surgeon Robnett at 
the Boston 'navy yard. Though found 
guilty of assaulting the doctor, Auld 
and' Robnett were commended by tha 
navy department. 


As Dr. Cowles was a-brother of Rear 


Admiral Cowles and a second cousin of. 
Mrs. Theodore Roosevelt, the proceed- 
ings were given great space In the 
newspapers. 


Subsequently, Dr. Cowles was In- 


volved in numerous court actions, in- 
cluding those of the divorce libel in 
this city, filed against him by his wife: 
his cross libel against her, and their 
long fight, after Mrs. Cowles had ob- 
tained a divorce, for custody of their 
two children.

trouble at all, the trip to the South 
Pole may be a little bit harder. This 
19-as the confident prediction of Rear 
Admiral William A. Moffett, Chief of 
naval aviation this afternoon in difl' 
cussing the Arctic and Antartic excur- 
sions which he announced recently for 
the ZR-1 now building at Lakehurst, 
N. J. 
"The announcement that I ma4e in 


New York that the ZR-1 when com- 
pleted 'would be capable of any flight 
on which we wanted to engage includ- 
ing a Journey to the two poles was 
no empty boast,' said Admiral Moffett. 
"The department stands ready to back 
•up its words just as soon as the diri- 
gible is finished and the time is pro- 
pitious. The necessary plans and cal- 
culations for such trips have already^ 
been made. There is no guess work 
about the thing. We have bad the idea 
Of long and strenuous cruising In mind 
during the entire construction of the 
ship. Allowance has been made for all 
possible strain and the ZK-i is going 
to be a really useful arm of the navy.

Washington, March 20—Government 


scientists are trying to determine the 
cause of "dead spots" 
between 
a 


number of cities in the United States 
which form an almost impenetrable 
barrier to the direct exchange of radio 
messages. 


The most pronounced of these 
ap- 


pears to be between Washington and 
Baltimore. To get a message to this 
point, less than forty miles distant, 
"Washington senders are using Chicago 
and other comparatively remote cities 
as a relay point. The pleasures 
of 


radio concerns are almost completely 
ost between the two cities. 


Dr. J. H. Bellinger, chief of the radio 


division of the bureau of standards, 
who is trying to fathom the mystery 
reports that a. similar difficulty ex- 
sts between 
Pittsburgh and Cleve- 


:and, Hartford and Boston and Provi- 
dence and Boston. 


The most plausible theory now ad- 


vanced Dr. Delltng«r says is tjje ex- 
stence of a radio activity in these 
"dead spots" which so affects certain 
layers of the atmosphere as to make 
transmission of the radio waves im- 
possible.

In the ease between Washington and 


Baltimore, theories advanced in oth- 
er quarters are that the dead spots 
may be caused by the electric rail- 
way line between the Sties, by the 
numerous high tension cables. and 
conduits between them, or by the to- 
pography of the country.
